And how- 
ever theſe are; *tis moſt certain, That 
Nothing can be more agreeable to the 
Supreme BEIN o, than that all Thoſe 
who, by way of Eminence, bear His 
Sacred Image, and as Chief Mini-

from Him, ſhould be the livelieſt Types 
and Reſemblance of His own. As they 
are the immediate Deputies of Heaven,

Regard to the Errors, Corruptions and | 
duperſtitions of the Romiſh Church. He 
muſt needs then be to Us, the Miniſter of 
Gop for Good; ſince the principal Ends 
wherein He is engaged, are, To counte, 
nance and fupport Religion, to uphold 
Order, preſerve Liberty, adminiſter Ju, 
ſtice, and promote the general Welfare 
of His Subjects. He has therefore not 
only a Right, but an high and inſupera- 
ale Obligation to inſpect and redreſs the

and a Temporal in the Other: Religion 
and Liberty, like the Guardian Angels 


in Chereb and Stave overturn'd; to make 


of Faradiſe, ſeem'd to be upon the Wing, 


and quitting their belov'd Abode : Whilſt 


an infatiable Thirſt of re-eſtabliſhing Po. 
piſþ Slavery and Superſtitions, which, 
with one continued Tenor, has from the 
Infancy of its Reformation perſecuted this 
Orthodox Church, had well nighcompaſs'd 
the dreadful reſtleſs Deſign, He muſt 
have very little Senſe of Religion, Good- 
neſs or Gratitude, who does not aſcribe 
its Preſervation, with all that is Dear 


and Valuable to Us, to the watchful Eye 


of Heaven, While many wide and po- 
pulous Nations, who have little more 
than the empty Name of Chriſtian, are 
enſlav'd to ſuch Blind Guides as would 
ou up the Kingdom of Heaven, and neither

enter themſelves; nor ſuffer Others: We have 
that invaluable "Happineſs of enjoying 
the Purity of Religion in the beſt Con- 
ſtituted Church in the World, under the 
Protection of our Laws, and the conſtant 
Care of the beſt of Princes; as well as of 
being converſant with the Sacred Springs 
of Divine Knowledge and Conſolation in 
our own Native Tongue, free from the 
poyſonous Mixture of Humane Inventi- 
ons. And further, to render Our Hap 
pineſs compleat; not only our Civil Li- 
berties and Common Property, or whats 
ever tends to make Us truly Happy; 
Great and Flouriſhing, either as a Nati- 
on, or particular Perſons, is ſecur'd to Us 
againſt any Domeſtick Invaſion, by the 
ſame eſtabliſh'd Laws which guard the 
Prerogative of the Crown: But, not- 
withſtanding a long continued Series of 
the moſt ungrateful Murmurings and 
Provocations, blown up at laſt into the 
Flame of actual Rebellion, and ſupport- 
ed by Foreign Attempts; We are hi- 
therto miraculouſly preſerved : as if the 
Heavenly Hoſt, thoſe inviſible Miniſters of 
Divine Providence, were immediately 
engaged in our Protection and Defence;

Authority. In Theſe we may behold the 
livelieſt Image and moſt awful Reſem- 
blance of Gop Almighty; eſpecially ſuch 
as come neareſt to the Divine Pattern in 
Wiſdom, Juſtice, Goodneſs and Mercy. 
Such a Senſe of our Duty will prompt 
1 Tim. ii. Us, according to St. Paul's Exhortation, 
2 with pure Lips and devout Affections, to 
give Them the Precedence both in our 
Publick and Private Prayers, Interceſſions 
and Giving of Thanks. Their Burthens 
are infinitely greater than we can appre- 
hend, or could poſſibly ſuſtain: And this 
is One of the Beſt Helps that we can con- 
tribute toward their Alleviation.

Cor. xi. {hips from without, That he had the Care 
oF, of all the Churches upon Him: So has the 
Kix incumbent on Him the Primary 
Care of the Cyuxcy; and not only 
of that, but of the whole STATE too.

Tukxx is ſcarce any Part of Religion, 
or any Branch of Practice that tends to 
illuſtrate the Chriſtian Liſe, which the 
inſpired Writings have enjoy ned with 
greater Clearneſs and Vehemence, than 
this general Duty of Submiſſion to the High- 
er Powers, St. Paul enforces it with this 
Rom. xiii. Argument, There is no Power but of God: 
"2, The Powers that be, are ordained of God, 
Whoſoever therefore refiſteth the Power, re- 
ſicteth the Ordinance of God; and thereby 
incurs Damnation. And St. Peter urges 
to ſuch Obedience from the ſtrongeſt 


Motive, Js + Kveror y for the Lord's 
ue; 
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. i. e. upon the Account of Gov's 
Command, and the Superior Homage 
which thro? Them is paid to the Only 
Abſolute Mo NAR CH of Heaven and 
Earth. The Love and Honour before 
deſcrib'd, are belt manifeſted by a ready, 
chearful and univerſal Obedience to the 
Commands of Lawtul Authority, fo far 
as is conſiſtent with the indiſpenſable 
Dictates of Natural and Revealed Religi- 
on, and the reſpective Laws of each Ci- 
vil Conſtitution : Which in a Monarchy 
ſo happily temper'd as Ours have been 
very juſtly acknowledg'd as the Rule and 
Meaſure both of Government and Sub- 
jection, The moſt valuable Bleſſing, 
and Glorious Privilege that we are Capa- 
ble of enjoying in this World, is the 
CaRISTIAN RELIGION: Yet this is no 
ſufficient Bottom to ground any Pre- 
tences for Rebellion, Tumults and, Inſur- 
rections upon. The Nature of it is ſu- 
blime and ſpiritnal ; and the Doctrines 
which it teaches, are equally eminent 
for Purity and Peace. If we look back 
to the Times of earlieſt Antiquity in the 
Church, as well as into the Canon of Sa- 


credScripture, we ſhall find all Clamour 
and 
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and Strife, Hatred, Vatiance; Seditions, 
and other Incentives to Rebellion, cone 
demned as oppoſite to the Temper and 
Genius of Chriſtianity, and the conſtant 
Practice of its Advocates; who never 


propagated the Doctrine and Intereſts of 


the Goſpel with the Loſs of any other 
Blood than their own. It muſt needs 
therefore preſent but a melancholy Scene 
to our View, when! we ſeriouſly recol- 
le, to what wicked Purpoſes the aweful 


- Nameof the Cnuxcn, and Pretences to 


an uncommon Degree of Zeal for its Safe- 
ty, have been lately abus'd by too many: 
whilſt they have broke thro? the ſtrongeſt 
Obligations to Loyalty and Obedience, 
both Civil and Religious, that either Di- 
vine or Humane Laws could impoſe, to 
foment groundleſs Jealouſies, wild, extra- 
vagant and imaginary Fears, and at laft 
open Rebellion: And all theſe with no 
better Views, than to make Way for a 
Blind, Suppoſititious Claim, utterly incon- 
ſiſtent with our Happy Conſtitution, and 
actually ſupported by the Pope himſelf and 
his Conclave ; as the only Means for re- 
ducing theſe Kingdoms to the Obedience 
of the Romiſh See.
